As one friend, 
who visited Washington last week- 
end, put it: “They are sick to 
death of the Chungking mess 
down there.” 


Early Policy 
Of Vacillation 


You will recall that the United 
States had a hand in encouraging 
Chiang Kai-shek’s split with the 
Chinese Communists back in 1927. 
People with long memories will 
tell you about the $50,000,000 wheat 
loan in 1932 which enabled Chiang 
Kai-shek to pursue his near-fatal 
civil war with the Chinese Com- 
munist armies in those dismal 
years. 


Our government vacillated, to 
say the least, in supporting China’s 
early resistance to Japan; who 
knows how much of the currency 
loans to China’s central banks in 
the 3086s found their way into 
speculative channels and intensi- 
fied Chinese inflation? 

But in 1941, when the Japa. ese 
made open proposals, through Ad- 
miral Nomura and later through 
Saburo Kurusu for a partition of 
China, a joint exploitation of 
China, in which the Japanese 
would supply the troops and we 
the eash—the offer was rejected. 


It had to be. For America has 
always nurtured the hope of an 
independent, strong and progres- 
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sive China—a partner with us in 
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a new stabilization of a progres- 
sive Asia. 


For three years since, we have 
tried to work with Chungking, 
and we have sent missions and 
money and men. And, finally, we 
have come to realize that only a 
progressive, united, democratic 
China can help win the war and 
keep the kind of peace that our 
national interest demands. 


One correspondent, praising Gen. 
Stilwell as a soldier, compared 
him to “Chinese” Gordon—the 
British general who led the Opium 
Wars just a hundred years ago 
and suppressed the Tai-ping re- 
bellion, the first great peasant up- 
rising for democracy in China. In 
fact, an American, Frederick 
Townsend Ward, preceded the 
Britisher, Gordon, in the same en- 
deavor. 


But this contrast misses the 
point. Those men were trying to 
stem the course of history; “Vine- 
gar Joe” Stilwell is not only their 
equal as a military man but he is 
their opposite politically. For he 
has come to understand that 
China’s democracy could not be, 
must net be suppressed; it must be 
fostered as the only way to victory. 
The logic of this war has turned 
all parallels inside out. 

Unity With China’s 
Communists Needed 

And the New York Times in its 
editorial Tuesday called the Chi- 
nese Communists “peasant agrari- 
ans”; in an editorial Thursday 
the Times repeated its insistence 
that Chungking unite and demo- 
cratize itself, the Chinese Com- 
munists included. 

The Communists of China are 
more than “peasant agrarians,” 
but for those who need this phrase, 
it will suffice. In truth, China has 
yet to complete. what we call the

bourgeois democratic revolution. 
In our time, this revolution can 
only be completed by the coopera- 
tion of Communists and all other 

ve Chinese—industrially- 
minded, forward looking, Chinese. 


And what will come of it will 
not be Socialism, but a new stage 
in democracy, affecting all of Asia. 
Peasants will have their land, 
workers and business men will 
have industry that is truly “mod- 
ernizing China. And the United 
States will have a real opportunity 
to participate and profit by that 
modernization. 


Let the Social-Democrats rant; 
let the isolationist reactionaries 
attempt to berate the President— 
this is all pigmy stuff. The de- 
cisite thing is that the United 
States has recognized the China 
it does not want and the China it 
does want, in fact the only kind 
of China it can have. 


The important thing now is that 
we must not recoil from the truth 
about Chungking and spin illu- 
sions about winning the war by 
ourselves. Japan’s land armies 
can only be beaten on land. And 
any hope of cooperation with the 
Soviet Union in Asia obviously 
uniting, 
working with the Communist-led 
troops of the Northwest. 


Having exposed the truth about 
Chungking, we cannot be satisfied 
in letting things remain as they 
are. Every influence must now 
be thrown in the direction of get- 
ting the Generalissimo to make 
the fundamental change that is so 
essential. 

Housecleaning in Chungking and 
unity with the Northwest will en- 
able China to take her place as 
an ally in the coalition warfare 
which is just as indispensable for 
us in Asia as it has been in Eu- 
rope.

In a last desperate effort to 
bolster his crumbling defenses 
Governor Dewey has called on the 
ragged balance of his reserves and 
has thrown them into the trenches 
equipped with the only kind of 
weapons that he possesses—hate, 
vilification, prejudice, misrepre- 
gentations, distortions and lies. 
Last night, realizing that his 
chance of becoming Commander- 
in-Chief had vanished, Mr. Dewey 
annointed himself as Crusader-in- 
Chief of the forces of hatred and 
intolerance. 

This most hateful campaign in 
the history of the country is not 
for Dewey; it is against Roosevelt. 
Yet it is not even against Roose- 
velt. It is against Earl Browder 
and the Communists who are 
about as relevant to the issue as 
mrashed potatoes. But this is the 
Republican tradition. That is the 
way that Mr. Dewey and his party, 
and his political god father, 
Herbert Hoover, defeated the late 
Al Smith in 1928.

ANTWERP GATEWAY SEIZED 


1 month-long battle for the gate- 

way to the port of Antwerp is just 
about over. British commandos and in- 
fantry have captured Flushing (Vlies- 
singen) on Walchereh Island. The 
British are also in possession of all 
Zuid Beveland. Thus the West Schelde 
is actually free, and all that remains is 
to “delouse” it of mines and other ob- 
stacles. The first prerequisite for the 
coming early winter offensive into Ger- 
many has been created. 

Meanwhile, American and British 
troops smashed hard against the Ger- 
man bridgehead on the southern bank 
of the Maas, on the road to Rotterdam, 
and restored a bridgehead over the 
small Mark River, six miles from the 
Moerdijk bridge. 3 

On the First U.S. Army front, a two- 
mile advance through the Huertgen 
Forest was registered by Gen. Hodges’ 
troops. 

Local battles were fought on the 
Vosges front, where Allied troops 
edged closer to the’ Rhine flatlands. 


One of the greatest aerial battles of 
the war was fought over Merseburg, 


southwest of Berlin, The Luftwaffe, in 
a sudden recrudescence’ of. activity, 


challenged 1,100 American bombers and 
900 fighters. A little later the British 
sent 1,000 bombers against Dusseldorf. 


* * * 


SOVIET troops were only 23 miles 

from Budapest on Thursday night, 
having reached comparatively dry 
ground beyond the watershed of the 
Tisza. They are now over the Tisza- 
Danube divide. The advance of Mali- 
novsky’s right flank and Petrov’s left 
flank west of Czop is being delayed by 


the marshes between the middle Tisza 
and the Hornad rivers (west of Tokay). 

As to the forthcoming attack on 
Budapest, it would seem to this depart- 
ment that before it is undertaken a 
crossing of the Danube by Soviet troops 
south of Budapest (between, say, Baya 
and Duenafeldvar) may be expected, 
judging. by previous experience, such 
as the Kiev operation, which has some 
tactical similarity to the one which 
will be enacted at Budapest. 


* * * 


HE Germans appear to be letting 
go” of Yugoslavia, at least of its 
Adriatic sector. As was to be expected, 
they will now have to fall back on the 
Sava River, or even on the Drava. The 
fact that Soviet and Yugoslav troops 
are in Belgrade and in Zemlin (Zemun) 
endangers the Sava line from the east- 
ern flank: By the way, a possible Soviet 
crossing of the Danube as indicated 
above would endanger the stability even 
of the Drava line, and the Germans 
would have to fall back on the Klagen- 
furt-Graz-Bratislava-Tatra line.
